Bay Puraor Dennison o fthe Olivette, who 
gave -the following brief account of the 
disaster: "The'exploalon Is an absolute 
mystery to everyone. It occurred in the 
forward' magazine, which Is Just for- 
ward qr'amidBhlps and below the water 
lino. The coal bunkers are outside, but 
separated by two feet of apace. Ac- 
cording- to custom the magazine was In- 
spected at S o'clock in the evening and 
the tempernture found to be 49. The 
magazine was locked and the keys given 
to Captain Slgsbee. The men .went, to 
their hammocks In the forward part of 
the ship soon after 9 o'clock.-.. Thi''exr 
plosion, occurred at 9:'"40, and, hence ths 
awful and overwhelming- loss'of'life." 


No one can yet give a connected ac- 


count. About in men who were In the 
forward part of the ship were saved, 
and of these several men had their ham- 
mocks slung on the lower deck. The ex- 
plosion Kr>Hl the b\g ship In two ami 
threw these and une marine who were 
sleeping on the superstructure <0 feet 
in the air anil Into the water. In the 
magazine were 26 tons of coarse powiVr, 
used for- charging tbe big Runs, there 
being no dynaiully, detonating powder, 
nor lorpudo heads, and nothing in fact 
that could be exploded hy concussion. 
Jn the main magazine afc the hiph ex- 
plosives were stored, and this mfignzlne 
did not explode.

It is not believed that the .Maine 
was destroyed by a torpedo underneath, 
as If this were the case a hole would 
have been torn In the bottom anrt the 
Fhiji would not have been riven to atoms 
us was the case. The att part of the 
ship sank in three minutca, and the offi- 
cers and survivors of the crew escaped 
half clothed.

Why It TVns Decided to Cut Wages In 


New Bedford Mills. 


New Bedford, Mass., Feb. 17.—Andrew 


O. Plercefi treasurer of the Wnmsutta 
mills and president of the Manufactur- 
ers' association, was the first of the 
manufacturers called upon by the Ice- 
Islttllve committee Weilnendny. He told 
the manufacturers1 reason for tho re- 
duction. "The market was stocked over- 
abundantly with manufactured goodsi"

gave.the following brief account of "the 
disaster: "The explosion Is an absolute 
mystery to everyone. It occurred In the 
forward magazine, wblch Is just for- 
ward of "amidships and below the water 
line. Tbe coal bunkers are outside, but 
separated by two feet of space. Ac- 
cording to custom the magazine was In- 
spected at 8 o'clock In the evening and 
the temperature found to be 49. The 
magazine -was locked and tbe keys given 
to Captain Slgabee. The men went" to 
their hummocks In. the forward part of 
the ship soon after 9 o'1 clock., Tbe tx- 
I'.loelon occurred ut 0:40, and. .'hence th* 
awful mid overwhelming loss of life." 


No one can yet give a connected ac- 


count. Abuut 10 men who were In tho 
forward part of the ship were saved, 
and of these several men had,their ham- 
mocks slung on th,»' lower deck. The ex- 
plosion spill the big ship in two and 
threw these and one marine who wt-ro 
Bleeping on the superstructure 40 feet 
In the air and Into the water. In the 
magazine were 25 tona of coarse jiowdor, 
used for charging the big 1:11113, there 
belnp no dynamite, detonating powder, 
nor torpedo heads, and nothing In fact 
that could be exploded by concussion. 
3n tbe inn In magjizine aft the high ex- 
plosives, were stored, and this magazine 
did not exptod{-. There are no electric 
wires connecting with or near the muga- 
rlne. It Is not believed that Die .Mulne 
wag destroyed by a torpedo underneath, 
as If this were the ease a hole would 
liavo he-en torn in the bottom and the 
ship would not have been riven tontonm 
ns was the case. The aft |»irt of.the 
ship sank In three minutes, and theoffl- 
cers and survivors of the crew escaped 
half clothed. Pieces of tbe wreckage 
flew a distance of CM yards. 


The ofilcers, as a rule', were reticent 


and followed In line with their cblof, 
Sigsbea, In saying that the cause of the 
explosion .cpuld only be ascertained, by 
clivers, but "in any of the sailors were 
outspoken in their declaration of belief 
that the explosion was-a deep laid plot 
of tbe Spaniards. -They are greatly in- 
censed against the Havana people, who 
have shown them small courtesy, who 
looked upon tbelr presence as a national 
affront and who have published anony- 
mous circulars eaptloned "Down with 
Americans."

WRECK OF THE MAINE. 


New York. Feb. 17.—A special to The 


World fiotn Havana says; ,-"! iiave juet 
seen 29 sailors of th« Maine slluntly en- 
during the torture caused by powder- 
skinned faces and bodies, broken bonea 
and mangled nesh. They are being well 
cared for by the military hospital at San 
AmbroHlo. All the injured men showed 
great grit. Tou can't hear a whimper 
from one of the 29 swathed forms In Ban 
Ambroa'iO hospital, nor from thoae any- 
where else. 


"Out In the bay lies the wreck of tha
